WASHINGTOK, Feb, 28.—The national 
democratic committee met this morning

balloting for the selection of 


the city in which the democratie con- 
vention shall be held. Mr. bcott moved 
the pending business be susp^ded so 
that a motion might be made to recon- 
sider the vote by which the 8d of July 
was decided upon as the date for hold- 
ing the couyention.

The first ballot for the place reenlted:

The motion to reconsider the vote by 
which July 8 was selected as date, pre- 
vailed and the date changed to June 5. 


After the first ballot there was a recess 
of « few minutes. 


The second ballot was then taken, but 
before the result was announced^ Mr. 
Wales, of Georgia, stated he had thus 
far voted constantly for San Francisco, 
but as he was satisfied 
that 
city 
would not be selected, he would change 
his vote to St Louis. Other changes 
followed and St. Louis was chosen. Mr. 
Scott, of Pennsylvania, moved a recon- 
sideration of the resolution, naming July 
3rd as the date for the convention. This 
wf» agreed to, and on motion of Ex- 
Senator McDonald, June 5th was fixed 
upon.

BANGOB, Me., Feb. 28.—The trial of 
David L. Stain and Oliver Cromwell for 
the murder of Bank Cashier Barron, at 
Dexter, ten years ago, was resumed and 
the taking of evidence for the state be- 
gun. Charles F. Crowell testified to 
the finding of Barron's body with a hole 
in the forehead, a gash on the cheek, a 
gag in the mouth and the hands band- 
cufied behind the body, and C. F. Stain, 
son of the prisoner, defendant Stain, 
related at length how his father, Crom« 
well, and William Scott plotted to rob 
the Dexter savings bank and ocher insti- 
tutions; how his father was haunted bv 
Barron's ghost, afterward, and how the 
old man, thinking he was about to die, 
confessed to his son that he was guilty of 
the murder. The witness declared on 
cross examination that Barron's ghost 
compelled him to tell the story, whereby 
he jeopardized his own father's life. 
Charles L. Dcdge, a carpenter, testified 
to building a bouse for old man Stain in 
Medfield, Mass., in 1876, in which se- 
cret closets and receBses were made. No 
other testimony of importance was given.

It is a reproduction of 
force bv well-known means. 


The shrouding of thia Keely motor 
business in words and sentences void of 
rational meaning in order to surrounc 
the simplest facts with an air of mys 
tery has been during the entire life oi 
the undertaking one of the most amus- 
ing features of the scheme. 


Boscovich's hypothesis of the con- 
stitution of matter, which may almost 
be considered the foundation of analyt- 
ical mechanics, contains the very 
sence of the so-called Keely motor. 


This motor is clearly nothing more 
nor less than the generation of an ela.s 
tic condition of air, gas, or vapor pro» 
duced by causing the molecules of the 
gas acted upon to vibrate violently in a 
containing vessel, and from thence it is 
allowed to escape in this strained con 
dition in order to produce a develop- 
ment of power in any way that may be 
thought desirable. 


The production of steam is a similar 
development of power—viz: 


1. The vibration of water by means 
of a form of motion known as h<iat 
causes it to assume an elastic condition 
of vapor, and 


2. The vibration of air, gas, or vapor 
by means of a form of motion known as 
sound causes it to assume an elastic 
condition. 


There is not the slightest diflference 
scientifically speaking, 
in the tw 
actions. 
Similar causes produce sim 
ilar results. 


The etheric vapor or ether, which 
so much spoken of as a great discovery 
by Mr. Keely, was known and acknowl 
edged before he was born. Umiuistiou 
ably it pervades all space and ail sub- 
stances, and without its preseiu-i 
space and matter, the transmis'^ion 
heat, light, sound, and electric it -- can 
not be accounted for. 


The old law of action and reaction 
being equal, contrary, and simulran 
oufl is shown in the actual movemerj' 
Mr. Keely's motor, and were the 1 
untrue his machine, as I saw it, would 
remain perfectly stationary;

consider 
mysteries 
of 
inscrutable 
power are in plain English 
nothing 
more nor less than interesting expert 
ments in accoustic.s and mechanics.

Ordinary men use their successos, ex- 
trAordinarj men their failures, as step- 
ping stones to higher things. M. Thiers 
began his career in a military school 
founded hy the first Napoleon. 
He 
there stimnlated himself with the ides 
that every French soldier carried a 
marshal's baton in his knapsack and 
that every road out of iaris led to a 
European capital. 
When the Empire 
came down with a crash it put an end 
to the military aspirations of the youth- 
ful Thiers. 
Disappointed, but not cast 
down, he entered the law school of Aix, 
where he soon disclosed his ambition 
and his consciousness of superiority. 


Parties ran high in the law school, 
and Thiers jbecame a leader on the 
nltra-liberal side. 
Once when the prac- 
ticability'of 
liberal politics was dis- 
puted he exclaimed: 


"Well, well, wait till I am a minis- 
ter !" 


Though his personal qualities secured 
him admission to the most aristocratic 
salons of Aix, his democratic opinions 
provoked many royalists to say "He 
•writes well, but his thoughts are eviL " 


Talleyrand once said to him, "If you 
•wish to rise, make enemies." 
Thiers, 
had acted on the advice years before it 
wa's given with such success that the 
royalists of Aix tried to deprive him of 
the fairly won honors of his pen. 
He 
competed for the annual prize given by 
the Academy of Aix, and his 
essay 
woTild have won the prize had its au- 
thorship been kept secret. 
But, being 
foimd out, the majority of the Com- 
mittee of Award beinf< Eoyalists, were 
unwilling to allow a Democrat to tri- 
umph. 
Afraid to stultify themselves 
they postponed the reward for a year, 
during which time the competition was 
to remain open. 


Thiers, instead of moping over the 
injustice, was only the more determined 
to win the priza 
One day an essay ar- 
rived from Paris. 
The committee ap- 
proved of it, and the Boyalists loudly 
praised it, seeing therein the defeat of 
the young LiberaL 
The sealed paper 
containing the name of the essayist was 
opened. 
The Parisian was Thiers. 
He 
had sent his essay to a friend who had 
simply copied it and forwarded it to the 
State Committea 


Children are impatient to pluck fruit 
before it has ripened. 
A similar impa- 
tience prompts young men, if ambitious 
and brilliant, 
to grasp political 
re- 
sponsibilities which they are not ready 
to bear. 


The revolution of 1830, which Thiers, 
as a journalist, had stimulated, 
made 
him Secretary 
General of 
Finance 
under Baron Louis, an aged man, who 
subsequently 
resigned 
and 
recom- 
mended his subordinate for the position 
of Minister of Finance. 
King Louif 
Philippe sent for him and the young 
man of 33 came into the royal pres- 
ence. 


"Are you ambitious, 
M. 
Thiers?" 
asked the King. 


He was ambitious, but he was also 
cautious. Knowing that he had neither 
position nor experience enough for the 
post, he refused the portfolio in terms 
which impressed the King mere favor- 
ably than his acceptance of it would 
have done. 


His first speech in the Chamber of 
Deputies was a failure. 


"I have been beaten," he said, "but 
not'Cast down, 
I am making my first 
essay in arms. 
In the Tribune, as xm- 
der fire, a defeat is as useful as a vic- 
tory." 


He tried again and succeeded. 
In 
his first speech he had, following the 
traditions of the Tribune, 
attempted 
the classical and formal style of oratory. 
His diminutive figure and weak voice, 
a piping treble, unfitting him for tha^ 
style, 
he adopted a new method of 
addressing the Chambers. 
He talked 
instead of exclaiming; spoke with the 
naturalness 
of one conversing; told 
anecdotes, used colloquialisms, and ad- 
dressed the Deputies with frank fa- 
miliarity. 


The speech made a sensation, and 
from that day ]\L Thiers was listened 
to whenever he gave them one of his 
light, lively, brilliant talks, illustrated 
by scraps of history and bits of anec- 
dote. 
Men admired the clearness of 
expositions and allowed themselves to 
be floated wherever the limpid stream 
might carry them. — L o n d o n 
Exchange. 


Chinese 
Farmhier. 
There are reasons to believe that the 
trade of this country with China will 
soon grow to majestic dimensions. 
Of 
the 
500,000 of exports to China in 
the last fiscal year nearly 
$5,000,000 
worth was of distinctively 
agricultural 
products and of their manufacture. Of 
the remainder, the largest share was 
mineral oil. 
The Chinese Commission 
in the United States this year is charged 
especially with the ]>romotion of banks, 
telegraph and telephone lines, behind 
which loom up the extension of canals, 
the introduction of railroads, of agri- 
cultural machinery, and of such of our 
products as China needs, and she has 
need of many. 
Her home products, 
aside from tea, are wheat, millet, garden 
vegetables, rice, poor apples, peaches, 
grapes, etc. The food of China is mostly 
vegetables and fish—the extensive sea 
coast, rivers and canals supplying the 
latter. 
Beef is almost tmknown, except 
in the foreign settlements, and berries 
are rare; mutton is pie tiful; pork, 
poultry and eggs are abundant. Horses 
are scarce, mules are numerous, cattle 
in small numbers, but flocks and herds 
are unknown. 
The national habit is 
opposed to change, and so the nation of 
three hundred million souls iioes on in 
the good old wav." The United States 
broke the spell of conturies in Japan. 
It may yet do the same for China. 
We 
go for trade and progress, other nations 
for trade and conquest and colonies, 
and the Chinese leaders are beginning 
to understand this. 


A modernized agriculture, and the 
general introduction 
of railroad and 
wagon service, would rejuvenate the 
decaying "Flowery Land," which is a 
bald misnomer for a land destitute of 
flowers and shrubs, treeless, and with

A Canal for Sale. 


The oldest canal in the country is 
the Union Canal in Pennsylvania, which 
was the first projected on the American 
continent. 
It was suggested by Will- 
iam Penn in 1690, and its route sur- 
veyed seventy years later, before there 
was a canal in operation even in En- 
gland. 
It is now to be sold. Tho route 
on this canal was surveyed by David 
I Bittenhouse, the astronomer, and Dr. 
j William Smith, provost of the Univer- 
I sity of Pennsylvania, in 1762. 
It ex- 
tended from the Schuylkill Eiver, near 
Deading, to the Susquehanna, at the 
present site of Middletown, Duphin 
County. 
It was the first link in a pro- 
posed chain of water communication 
between the Delaware River and Lake 
Erie, 
a project so gigantic for that 
early day, when canals and even turn- 
pikes were unknown, that the project- 
ors were believed by the people to be 
crazy. 
Bittenhouse planned a system 
of inclined planes to overcome the Al- 
leghany Mountains, a plan which was 
adopted seventy-five years later by the 
State in its old Portage Railroad- 
The 
Revolutionary war interrupted work on 
the pioneer canal, and in 1791 Robert 
Morris, Robert 
Fulton 
and 
Tench 
Francis became interested in it. 
The 
work was too far in advance of 
the 
times, however, 
and it was not com- 
pleted until 1827. 
The canal is eighty- 
nine miles in length, and some of the 
greatest engineering work of that day 
was necessary in its construction. 
The 
first tunnel in the United States was 
bored for this canal through nearly 
eight hundred feet of solid rock, and 
the summit of the canal being higher 
than its terminal feeder, a pumping ap- 
paratus had to be constructed to raise 
the water to the necessary height. The 
canal cost S5.000,000. 
Railroad trans- 
portation 
having made the ancient 
wa'erway unproiitable, a few years ago 
it was abandoned, and is now offered 
for f)iile.—JJos/,on 
Transcript

Utilizing Dynamite. 


A new way of utilizing dynamite has 
been lately devised by a French mili- 
tary engineer, 
M. Bonnetond. 
He 
uses the expansive force to drive out, 
for a brief period, the water from por- 
tions of wet ground in which founda- 
tions are to be made. 
The method is 
now in practice in the construction of a 
fortified enceinte 
at Lyons. 


A hole is first bored ten to twelve 
feet deep and about one and one-half 
inches wide in the wet ground. 
Into 
this is passed a string of cartridges of 
dynamite, which is then exploded. The 
water is thus driven far out beyond the 
sides of the cavity over a yard wide, 
which is produced, and it does not ap- 
pear till after half an hour at least 


The workmen thus have time to clear 
the cavity and introduce 
quickly-set- 
ting concrete. When the water returns 
it cannot injure the foundation. 
A 
rapid rate of progress is realized by 
this method.

we should open every door and windcw 
and bid it enter. 
It brings 
life and 
health and joy; there is healing in its 
beams; it drives away disease, damp- 
neu, mold, megrims. Instead of doing 
this, however, 
many careful house' 
wives close the blinds, draw down the 
shades, lock the doors, 
shut out the 
glorifying rays, and rejoice in the dim 
and musty coolness and twilight ol 
their apartments. 
It is pleasant and 
not imwholesome during the glare ol 
the noontide to subdue the liglit and 
exclude the air, quivering with heat, 
but in the evening we may freely in-

The 
first tunnel in the TJnited States was 
bored for this canal1 through nearly 
eight hundred feet of solid rock, and 
the summit of the canal being higher 
than its terminal feeder, a pumping ap- 
paratus had to be constructed to raise 
the water to the necessary height The 
canal cost $5,000,000. Railroad trans- 
portation

waterway unprofitable, a few yean ago 
it was abandoned, and is now offered 
for sale.— Botlon Transcript
